T he F irst stea m b o a t. 


From the Antiquary. 


The learned writer, Navarrete, in his 
valuable collections of the discoveries 
m ade by the Spaniards, published within 
the last few years, has shown by the most 
authentic testimonies that the first experi­ 
ment on record of impelling vessels by 
the motive power of steam was m ade at 
Barcelona in 
1543 with all the success 
which the inventor anticipated ; a period 
not less than 85 years before Brancas pub 
lished the idea in Italy ; m ore than a cen­ 
tury before the Marquis of Worcester, in 
England, applied the power of steam to 
the purpose of labor, an d nearly 300 years 
before Fulton, com bining the advar/.aiies 
of all contem porary engines, succeeded 
in producing an effective steamboat in the 
United States of North America. 
How­ 
ever singular it m av appear to some, it is 
completely authenticated by various rec­ 
ords in Spain, particularly in 
those in 
Simancas, where the circumstances are so 
fully detailed as to place the subject be­ 
yond a doubt. 
In 1543 a m echanic of 
Marina, nam ed Blasco De Garay, offered 
to exhibit in the presence of the emperor, 
Charles V., a m achine by m eans of which 
a vessel might be impelled without the as­ 
sistance of sails or oars. 
T h e proposition 
in the first place appeared ridiculous, but 
the engineer rem ained so convinced that 
the power of the m achine would be a d ­ 
equate to the production of the effect a n ­ 
nounced that he com m enced anew his 
representations to the governm ent, suppli­ 
cating his majesty to com m and the exe­ 
cution of the project. 
T h e emperor, in 
consequence, appointed a commission to 
proceed to Barcelona to witness the e x ­ 
periment a n d to report upon the result. 
T he engineer, Garay, secure now of m ak ­ 
ing a proof of his invention, 
prepared a 
m erchant ship called La Trinidad, of 200 
tons burden, (thus states the record,) and, 
the commissipners having arrived, the e x ­ 
periment was m ade on the 17th June, 1543 
Im mediately upon a given signal the ves 
sel was put in motion; proceeding forward 
it turned from one side to the other, a c ­ 
cording to the will of the steersman, and 
finally returned to the place whence it 
started without the assistance of sails, | 
oars, or any visible m achinery, except an 
im m ense cauldron of boiling water, a com- t 
plicated n um ber of wheels within, a.' i: 
paddles gyrating without.

any extended period, would frequently 
burst and becom e productive of the most 
dreadful accidents. 
Such was the sub­ 
stance of the opinion given by this covet­ 
ous or invidious minister. Though Charles 
V. rem ained persuaded by the representa­ 
tions of his treasurer, he was not insensi­ 
ble to the merits of the inventor, whom he 
promoted to the rank of an officer, and in 
addition to the expenses of the experi­ 
ment, presented him with a 
reward of 
200,000 marivedis from the royol treasury, 
equivalent to 66,000 “ reales d ev ello n ,” a 
very considerable sum at that period, an d 
the munificence of which proves that the 
invention of Garay equalled, if it did not 
surpass, the most extraordinary produc­ 
tions of that era, The military expeditions 
!■ lanned by the em peror at that t’me.when 
the profession of arm s constituted the 
glory of Spain and the honor of the S pan ­ 
iards, rendered the occasion ill adapted 
for the introduction into E urope of the ad 
vantages of steam navigation, and the 
honor which ancient Barcelona might 
have acquired by this noble discovery 
w'ould not have been disputed at the pres­ 
ent m om ent by a people of North America, 
who at the period alluded to were far from 
being in existence.

ecdotes were told. 
There were brilliant 
flashes of wit and fancy, and all 
were in 
good htfmor and seemed to enjoy them ­ 
selves. 
In this way the day was passed 
until nearly sundown, and the. company 
were preparing to separate, with mutual 
felicitations on the pleasure which they 
had enjoyed, and the expression of hope 
that they might m eet to commemorate 
m any returns of the auspicious day.

One ladv tells that the last time her m oth­ 
er saw Mrs. Jackson the latter rem arked bv 
way of accounting for a cold under which 
she suffered 
‘T he general kicked the 
kiver off last night.” 


One of her old negro women cam e to 
her in a good deal of trouble because she 
had just been told that the world was 
round and she had always thought it flat. 
‘ Never mind, aunty,” said kind “ Mrs. 
Rachel," 
“ don't you be disturbed. 
I 
think it flit myself, and honey” —so she 
often called the general— “ honey thinks 
so, too.” 


But her veriest detractors find nothing 
to say against her looks or character. 
“ She was beastly ignorant,” said one fine 
old gentleman, “ and Jackson m arried her, 
not frotn love, but from an impulse of 
chivalry, to fling his protection* around 
her; but she *.1- i'r '.r.■■’’y beautiful, an d 
a s fine an d good a woman as ever lived.”

W e presum e that it is fair to say 
thnt the average m erchant in D enver sells 
his entire stock once in three m onths. Now 
the assessment is $1,481,140 and the sales 
in a year therefore,if our premises are right, 
would be $5,924,560. But the News claims 
that D enver sold $50,000,000 in m erchan­ 
dise last year. 
Allow that the News ex­ 
aggerated to the extent of doubling the 
am ount of business done, then the sales 
would be about $25,000,000. 
If the assess­ 
m ent of $1.481,140 is correct, then Denver 
sold her entire stock of merchandise every 
twenty days. 
If on the other h and a r e ' 
duction of one-halfof the business claimed 
for D enver is large enough, an d if the 
supposition that 
the stock is changed 
about once in three months is fair, then 
the assessment of merchandise should 
have been about $6,000,000. 
W e v.iil 
give 
individual

Ilroivn Brothers return $90,000 in m er­ 
chandise. 
A reliable gentleman told us 
that the account of stock 
January 
1 
showed that the firm carried $256,000 in 
merchandise. 
Daniels, Fisher & Co., 
who are reputed to carry a stock of $250,- 
coo are assessed for $75,000. Gottesleben, 
who carries a heavy stock of diam onds1 
is assessed for $14,000; George Tritch 
$40,000; J. J. Josltn $25,000. 
These as­ 
sessments are proportionately as high if 
not higher than any m ade. These returns 
indicate that only a haU' to a quarter of the 
merchandise was assessed. 
W hether this 
assessment is fair or not as com pared with 
other counties, m ay be judged by the fact 
that Leadvilie returns nearly half as much 
merchandise and El Paso a fifth as much. 
Denver carries about as much m erchan­ 
dise as Colorado Springs in proportion to 
her inhabitants, but it should be rem em ­

The board of county commissioners of 
Arapahoe county, in answer to the resolu­ 
tions of our commissioners, have adopted 
resolutions, which, am ong other things, 
claimed that “ the assessment of Arapahoe 
county for the year 1880, and also for 
m any years previous, has at least been 
equal in proportion to ils actual value 
with other counties in the state, and more 
than that of El Paso county.” 


The resolutions also contained an invi­ 
tation to examine the books. 
This invi­ 
tation was accepted. 
In com pany with 
the chairman of the El Paso board of 
commissioners,Mr. Matt France.the writer 
visited the county clerk’s office of A rapa­ 
hoe county, and was afforded every facil­ 
ity for examining the assessor’s books. 
W e propose to give the result of these in­ 
vestigations, so far as they m ay relate to 
the claim of the Arapahoe board of com­ 
missioners, that the assessment of Arapa­ 
hoe county is as just and fair as that of 
El Paso or any other county in the state. 
First let us look at the assessment of 


MERCHANDISE 
Owing to a typographical error in a 
publication of the full returns of the offi­ 
cial assessment of the state, our first criti­ 
cisms were unjust and we have already 
made proper correction. The correct returns 
gives $1,481,140 as the total merchandise 
in Arapahoe county. 
W e claim this is 
much too small for several reasons. 
In 
m aking our cr ticisms it will be necessary 
for us to be somewhat personal and we 
wish to state that in singling out any per­ 
son or firm for illustration, we do not 
m ean to intimate that their assessment re­ 
turn is unfair or unjust as compared with 
other returns in Arapahoe county, but we 
mention these specific illustrations as av ­ 
erage assessments, 
showing 
that the 
assessment is unreasonably small. 
W e 
sat down with a few well informed busi­ 
ness 
men in D enver on Monday night 
and figured out eight firms that 
c a r ied 
a stock cf over $1,100,000. 
T h e list was 
in part m ade up from the actual results of 
the account of stock January 1. 
The ab­ 
surdity of 
the assessment is strikingly 
shown by the claims in the New Year’s 
editions, of the am ount of goods sold in 
Denver. 
W e presume that there are very 
feiv merchants who in three months sell 
an am ount equal to the stock they carry. 
Many are six and eight months in doing

It will be seen that Arapahoe gives an 
average value to her cattle of much ¡ess 
than r.nv other county, 
A heavy cattle 
man in Eibert county says the assessment 
i s put low so as to get as m any cattle as 
possible along the county border into the 
Arapahoe assessment. 
H e 
states that 
several Elbert county cattle m en had their 
cattle assessed in Arapahoe county for this 
reason. 
A gentlem an in W eld county 
says the same is true regarding his coun­ 
ty, 
T he injustice of this assessment may 
be better appreciated by the following 
table showing what the total cattle assess­ 
m ent of Arapahoe county would have 
been, had the same value per head been 
given in Arapahoe as in the other large 
cattle counties 
Arapahoe’s total assess­ 
ment was $276,120. 
At the rate of "value 
per head in other counties this assessment 
should have been as follows :

fairly than the other counties, but judging 
from other assessments, it is quite safe to 
say that Arapahoe did not m ake a fuller 
return 
of 
h er 
cattle 
than 
any 
other 
of 
the 
counties 
mentioned 
above. 
W e 
were 
informed 
at 
the 
assessor’s office that the num ber and 
value of the cattle were taken by the as­ 
sessor as given by stock growers. 
No 
effort was m ade to fix a uniform value per 
head. 
This certainly shows great loose­ 
ness in the assessment. 
It not only leads 
to injustice to other counties but to the 
taxpayers in Arapahoe. 
If a conscientious 
stock grower gives in the value of his cattle 
at $11 per head, they are assessed at this 
rate. 
If an unscrupulous m an with the 
same grade of cattle puts them in at $5, his 
assessment is not raised. 
W e can hardly 
suppose the assessment 
of any other 
county is m ade up as carelessly as this. It 
gives color to the claim of neighboring 
counties that A rapahoe’s assessors offered 
special inducements to their stock growers 
to have their assessments in Arapahoe 
instead of in their own counties with the 
premise that the assessment should be low 
both as regards num ber and value per 
head. 
T he above table demonstrated that 
Arapahoe’s assessment is not in proportion 
to that of the rest of the state. Neighboring 
stock growing counties ought to take some 
action in the rratter. 


PROPORTION OF REAL AND PERSONAL ES­ 


TATE. 


Denver’s returns pf real property is the 


fairest part of her assessment, but it in­ 
cludes nearly all. No ranch or lot, though 
assessed at a low value, could escape*. 
The assessment of land an d improve­ 
ments and railroads am ounts to $15,108,- 
591. 
T h e entire assessment is $18,830,- 
603, 
This m akes the real property over 
four-fifths of the entire assessment and 
the personal property less than one-fifth. 
This is out of all proportion and shows that 
very little of the personal property was re­ 
turned. 
T h e whole am ount returned for 
i 83o is $3,722,012. 
This is less than was 
returned the year previous, when it was 
$4,240,970. 
W e hardly think even the 
county commissioners of A rapahoe will 
assert that D enver has half a million less 
personal property May 1, 1880, th an May 
1,1879. 
H o w then is the discrepancy to 
be accounted for ? 
Simply that the as­ 
sessment in D enver is becoming looser and 
more unjust every year. There could be no 
better evidence of this than the reduction 
of personal property in 1S80 from what it 
was in 1879. 
To show how sm all the as­ 
sessment of personal property is we will 
give the returns for this year of the real 
and 
personal property in other large 
counties ;

Denver 
has nearly as much personal property as 
the rest of the state. 
T he county com m is­ 
sioners of Arapahoe 
certainly 
cannot 
claim that the assessment of- personal 
property in Arapahoe is just or even de­ 
cent as com pared with other counties. 


TOWN AND CITY LOTS. 


W hile nearly all the property returned 
in Arapahoe is real estate, the assessment 
on this is very low. 
W e will give a few 
instances. 
T h e nine lots on which the 
T abor Opera House is being built were 
assessed for $28,500. 
Some of these lots 
cast $¡0,000, and the whole property cost 
about $75,000. 
Another lot was assessed 
for $16 000. 
In the sam e m onth the as­ 
sessment 
was 
m ade, 
an 
undivided 
half ol the 
lot was sold for $17,000. 
Another 
lot assessed 
at 
$18,000 
was 
sold in two months for $50,000. 
Tabor's 
block was assessed for $91,000. 
It cost 
more than 
double that. 
A gentleman 
who bought a house a few m onths ago for 
$2,500, was agreeable supprised to find he 
was assessed an d only obliged to pay tax­ 
es on $700. 
T he average valuation of 
real estate in D enver seems to h ave been 
only one half of its value at the time of 
assessment 
an d not m uch m ore than a 
third of the present m arket 
value, as 
shown by recent salts. 


T he A rapahoe assessment presents sev­ 
eral other interesting phases, which will 
require another letter. 
W e shall then 
speak m ore particularly of the returns of 
money and credits, military tax, an d also 
give some comparisons with previous re­ 
turns of the county, by which we learn 
that, though since 1870 the county has 
increased its population more than four­ 
fold, 
its magnificent 
buildings 
have 
been reared, capital has been brought in 
from the east an d Europe, a n d our mines 
have poured their wealth into her lap, 
still the value of property has not doubled 
in value since 1870. 
i 


There is probably no portion ol Colo­ 
rado of like area that is capable of support­ 
ing a larger population than the valley of 
the Animas river. 
From Silverton north 
a n d in the valleys of all the tributaries of the 
Anim as are gold and silver mines in al­ 
most countless numbers, that are shown, 
even by the slight developm ent thus far 
made, to be second in extent an d richness 
to those of no other part a f the state. 
In 
the lower portion of the valley, around the 
thriving town of Durango are coal fields 
of great extent, yielding coal of unequalled 
quality, which can be mined at a minimum 
cost. 
Within a year the gold a n d silver 
mines will be linked to the coal fields 
by the D enver an d Rio G rande railway 
an d the valley will be darkened with the 
sm oke of m an y smelting works, that will 
furnish em ploym ent to an arm y of work­ 
ers. 
In addition to the resources already 
nam ed the soil of the valleys of the Ani­ 
m as an d its tributaries is capable of pro" 
ducing all the vegetables, hay and cereals 
required for the uses of a large population. 
Considering these advantages it seems 
entirely unnecessary for anybody to leave 
Colorado for the purpose of seeking em* 
ployment either in mines, mills or upon 
ranches.

Representatives : 


In entering upon the discharge of my offi­ 
cial di’.ties for a second 
term, 
I desire first to 
return my sincere thanks 
to the people of this 
state for the generous 
confidence 
which they 
have reposed in me 
in 
again selecting me as 
their chief magis’rate. 
I 
do 
not hope to be 
able to bring to the 
discharge 
of those duties 
a more earnest endeavor to serve the state than 


h a s controlled my actions 
during the past two 
years. 
But a more intimate acquaintance with 
the condition 
of cur 
affairs, 
acquired during 
that time, together 
with 
added experience in 
official life, w ill, I trust, enable me to guard and 
protect the public interests with greater ability. 


H ow ever great may 
be 
the anxieties and 
cares of our respective 
positions 
we may feel 
assured that the good people of Colorado will 
not withdraw their confidence from any public 
servant so long as 
he 
is honest, 
faithful and 
fearless m the performance of his duties. 


The responsibility 
which 
devolves upon us 
who are chosen to 
m ake 
or execute the laws 
cannot be measured by any ordinary standard. 


In older communities, where the system of 
the laws has been long established and where 
the conditions of society are w ell known and 
subject to but few changes from year to year, 
the duties and responsibilities of similar posi­ 
tions might be small and the honors great. 
It 
is not possible, however, for us to indulge such 
hopes for ourselves. 
W e represent a state 
growing rapidly and almost beyond precedent 
in population 
and 
wealth. 
People from all 
portions of the United States and from many 
foreign countries are 
pouring in upon us to 
share in our prosperity and to assist in shaping 
the destinies of the commonwealth. 
T h ey are 
contributing to the marvelous growth of our 
cities, to the founding of new towns and min­ 
ing camps and to the development of our vari­ 
ous industries. 


TH E MINING INTERESTS. 


For more than twenty years the mineral re­ 
sources of Colorado have attracted more or less 
attention throughout the country. 
By slow de­ 
grees the product of our mines increased from 
year to year until two years ago we rejoiced in 
the fact that our shipments of bullion for the 
year 1878 had reached nine millions o f dollars. 
W e then began to hope that in the future, in 
the distant future, we should become the great 
mineral producing state of the Union. 


The report of W ells, 
Fargo & Co., 
which 
credits us with a production of :-.i>out two m il­ 
lions less than the best authorities in the 
sia.t»* 
estimate, show that our mineral 
production for 
1880 exceeds that of ; California 
by over 
#3,- 


000,000 and c i Nevada by 
more 
than 
$6,- 


000,000. 


It seems like a dream that in two short years 
we have passed the two great states 011 the Pa 
cific coast and are to day the foremost mineral 
state in the union. 


Th e days of prediction have gone by. 
W e 
have realized more than w e have 
hoped for in 
former years. 


The work of development will 
now be car 
ried on in all portions of the state and 
it is 
hoped that the increase w ill continue as rapid 
in the future as it has done in the past. 


EXCESSIVE CAPITALIZATION. 


There is no other industry 
in the country 
that could prosper if the s m e mistakes 
were 
made in its management that have been made 
in our mining enterprises. 
Mining is a legiti 
mate business when it is conducted on business 
principle^. 
But it is too oiten the case that in 
m ining enterprises all the rules are ignored which 
are regarded as essential in other business ven­ 
tures. 
This is especially the case in regard to 
the apiour.t of capital stock of 
many 
mining 
corporations. 
N o manufacturer at the east 
would think of issuing a million dollars o f stock 
to conduct a business requiring one hundred 
thousand dollars of capital. 
Yet in mining 
enterprises this diipropw tion too fre^ en U y 


exists, rnd, as a 
necessary 
consequence, the 
great majority of mining stocks sell 
at 
a very 
laifje discount 
fiona 
their 
par 
v.i’ue. 
And 
when the eastern public ate buying depreciated 
stocks they too frequently } urcliase those which 
are the cheapest, and th eefore get those which 
are the most worthless. 


These practices create a prejudice 
against 
mining investments, and are injurious to all of 
our citizens who conduct it 011 a legitim ate ba­ 
sis. 
It is because the business of mining, when 
pivperly conducted, is so profitable that this in 
dusiry has prospered notwithstanding the mis­ 
takes which are so commonly made. 
W hen it 
is conducted upon 
froher business principles 
and under the riirtciion of men of intelligence 
and good judgm ent, it should be in Colorado 
the most profitable business in the world. 


COAL AND IKON. 


In estimating our mineral resources,the beds 
of coai an I iion which are foun l in large bod­ 
ies in different sections of ihe ttale, seem gen­ 
erally to be overlooked. 
The time is not far 
distant when these importon: inlerests will add 
greatly to the wealth of tne state and give em­ 
ployment to large y increase 1 numbers of w ork­ 
men. 
W e have the üia'M iil; 
here 
foi greit 
manufacturing establishments. 
There seems to 
ne no eason why the locom otives, cars, steel 
rails, pot table engine-; ar.d hte various kind:; of 
machineiy used in the mine.;, should not soon 
he manufactured within the state 


There is no surer basis of 
prosperity for any 
community than manufacturing establishment?, 
whiah are adapted to 'he 
resources 
and 
de­ 
mands of the country in which they are luxat­ 
ed. 


By giving employment 
at 
go >d wages to 
skilled Lbor, they become the 
means of 
sup 
porting ia comfort large 
families of the 
best 
class of citizens. 


Around 
such 
establishments, 
healthy and 
prosperous 
communities are 
bailt up. 
They 
encourage the best class of 
emigration to any 
country. 


The large works now in process of erection 
at Pueblo w ill, I IruV, be 
only the forerunner 
uf numerous other nunufacturing 
estab'bh- 
ments of various kinds in ddfjrent 
portion; of 
the state until Colorado shall become 
as well 
known for her manufactures as for her produc­ 
tions of gold and silver. 


RAILWAY EXTENSIONS. 


Theie is no more certain 
indication of Ihe 
c n'i lenre which 
f“lt in 
cjreci* 
and in the 
pro-perous tu'ure 
before 
us, than 
the l;:pid extensions >.f the railroads. 
During 
the past year 
one 
company 
has constructed 
three hundred miles within 
the 
state, 
being 
r. eaily a rnileof completed read for every work 
ing day in the year. 
These roads will soon fur 
nish remote rig ons with facilities for transpor­ 
tation which w i.l enab'e them to compete with 
the older counties. 
W hen Guunis'-n, Summit 
and the San Juan counties are 
furnished 
the 
same railroad facilities which the 
eastern r.ec 
tions of the state enjoy, 
the value of 
mining 
properties in those sections w ill be 
increased 
many fold and their 
mineral productions 
will 
m aterully increase the annual buiiiuti 
product 
of the state. 


STATE BOARD OF 
EQUALIZATION. 


The law provides that on 
the first 
M.ondiy 
in August the s’ ate board of 
equalization shall 
meet to equalize the assessments of the various 
counties. 


It also provides that on or before 
the 
first 
day of September the auditor shall transmit to 
the clerk of each co u n y a 
statement 
of the 
chans?*«, if nvy, which have been made 
in the 
assessments, and that on the 
first 
Monday m 
October of each year the board of county com­ 
missioners shall levy the requisite taxes for the 
year, 


jjurin g the past two years tne returns of the 
assessments of all the counties have not been 
received prior t > the first Monday of October, 
and I understand that the 
returns from all ihe 
counties for the 
assessments of Iasi year have 
not been received up to the 
present time. 
It 
has therefore been 
impossible for 
the 
state 
board to make any 
equalization 
during 
the 
past two years. 


In my judgm ent the equalization should not 
be made t>y the officers of the executive d-part 
ment of the state, but by the state 
senate or a 
committee appointed by that body representing 
the different sections, who should have power 
to fix the 
assessed valuation of any 
county 
which failed to make returns 
at 
the 
amount 
which to them should seem just. 
The 
change 
could only be made by a constitutional am end­ 
ment.

earnings o f a debtor for 
personal services for 
sixty days should be exempt from garnishment, 
provided such earnings 
are 
necessary for the 
use of a fam ily supported 
wholly or partly by 
his labor. 


This provision was repealed in 1879 by sec­ 
tion 18 of the act to amend the code. 


The wages of laboring men are usually paid 
at the end of the month. 
I am informed that 
when they are garnisheed 
a large proportion, 
and 
sometimes 
the 
whole, 
are taten up in 
costs. 
Sickness and 
misfortune overtake all 
classes alike 
and 
bring pecuniary embarass- 
nient. 


W here the wages of a laboring man are n ec­ 
essary for the payment 
of rent 
and other e x ­ 
penses of a 
fam ily 
depending upon him for 
support, 1 think the earnings for thirty or sixty 
days should be exempt from 
garnishment and 
attachment and therefore recommend that sec 
tion '226 of. the code be restored. 


REFORM SCHOOL. 


I think the time has arrived when the state 
sin uld establish a reform school for boys. 
To 
confine the young persons who are gudty of 
small offences in the common j ails with hard­ 
ened criminals almost always results in their 
ruin. 
This class of boys have generally bren 
reared in poverty and are frequency orphans, 
and the offences they commit are 
as much 
owing to their misfortunes as to any inherent 
tendency toward vicious lives. 


I think the state could without any great ex­ 
pense provide for the establishment of a reform 
school in connection w th 
a faim , whereby 
the.-e young persons could be rescued from de­ 
struction. 
It is cheaper for the state, as well 
as more humane, to endeavor to educate them 
to become good citizens than to support them 
as confirmed criminals in the penitentiary. 


TH E CHINESE QUESTION. 


A serious riot broke out in the city of D en­ 
ver last fall which was 
directed against the 
Chinese population of the city and resulted in 
the loss of one life and in severe injuries to 
several other persons. 


That such a disturbance should occur at the 
capital of the state and continue for several 
hours before the civil authorities c uld restore 
order may very properly 
call our attention to 
the question of Chinese 
immigration to this 
country, and its effects upon the 
interests of 
American citizens. 


Tt.e number of Chinese residents here is not 
large enough at the 
present time to seriously 
affect the wel'are o f our population. 


T he Chinese in California, however, nearly 
equal in number t£ie voters in that state. 
The 
number in N evada is very large. 
Colorado is 
the next 
state that will 
be overrun 
by 
this 
peaceable Asiatic unless it is arrested by legal 
means. 
A nd as 
China contains one-third of 
the population of the world, a number equal to 
the entire population of the United States might 
be spared from that empire and their departure 
would scarcely be noticed. 


If the public interests a r e injuriously affected 


by their presence upon American soil then it 


becomes 
our duty to take such 
action as i-- 
within 1’urp-nver f> arrest the evil 
it as. 


sunns gre.iltr proportions. 


What the effect would be of any considerable 
nun-,her of ihis class o f population 
coming to 
Cflorado is not a matter of conjecture. 
In the 
light of the experience of California and Nevada 
we may re;-d our own history. 


Those who come to our shores are crmmonly 
known as coolies, and they are social y, mor- 
al’y and intellectually 
the lowest 
subjects 
of 
that populous empire. 


Reared in a jivibzation which for four thous­ 
and years has made H r little if any progress, 
and which has regarded all 
oiht-r n--turns as 
barbarians, 
they come v.i’ h 
fixed 
habit* and 
customs entirely different from and an'agonistic 
to our own. 


The emigrants to this country from European 
nations have readily assimilated with our 
peo 
p'e. 
In one or two 
generations all traces of 
their ancestry are entirely obliterated and they 
become as distinclively 
American 111 
custom, 
habit and mode of thought as though their an 
e stors 
had 
lived here for centuries. 
The 
Chinese on the contrary come here with a con ­ 
tempt for our customs and institutions. 
They 
have no idea of identifying themselves with the 
chantry, of contributing 
to its 
greatness and 
sh.irivg in i’s glory. 


Thpy simply hope to obtain by a 
few year’s 
r"iosn ce rm on" 
us, enough of our w ra’ih to 
re'urn to the celestial 
empire and theie 
enjoy 
'.heir accumulated earnings. 


They not only reject ihe bench 'ent inlluences 
ofwjur civibzation, hut 'hey bring with them all 
the corrupting 
influences 
in which they have 
been reared. 


The home ard f.imily circle, which ate ite 
ognized and cherished 
by 
our people and by 
all European emigrants, 
are unknown amonir 
the Chinese 
here, 
With

few rare excep­ 
tions, the Chinese 
women 
in this coun'rv :<re 
prostitufts. 
They are bought and sold for the 
purpisc of prov.i'ution, as freely as slaves were 
bought and sold for the purposes of labor b e ­

This question is of the greatest importance m 
our o'-vn country, where most people labor ard 
where the labwing men are 
the ruling class. 
A republic in foim of government 
must 
rest 
upon both ihe intelligence 
and moral political 
honesty of the people. 


Unless the mass of the people are both intel­ 
ligent and h n e't, our government and institu­ 
tions must 
soon 
be overthrown. 
And 
any 
system 
which is injurious to the interests of 
the li bonng'classes is necessarily hostile to the 
best interests of the "nation. 


America has been preeminently the 
bn d of 
workingmen. 
From 
our earliest 
history 
we 
have asserted the dignity of labor. 
W e have 
recognized 
no 
distinction between 
the rich 
and the pcor. 


A majority of &ur chief magistrates and lead­ 
ing statesmen have risen 
from homes of pov- 
eriy, and it is a matter of national importance 
that this sys’ein of well paid labor, 
which has 
brought us 
pro;perity in 
the pa^t, 
should be 
pr .tected against a hostile system which must 
d e stro y it wherever they come in competition. 


W e canno: blame the Chinamen for dc.siring 
to come hsre to improve their fortunes. 
But it 
becomes a question of self preserva’ion for our 
laboring classes. 
The protection of American 
laborers a£ain;t 
competition of this character 
is an imperative duty. 


The remedy for this evil of Chinese emigra- 
tinn must b:; by 
le isla’ton 
and 
not by v io - 
ience. 
A s Ion'; as the laws permit the Chinese 
to come here and 
stiy 
here, it is our duty to 
see ihaf their personal safely is not endangered. 
W e condemn as barbarous 
ihe 
attacks which 
have been 
made 
upon 
foreigners 
in China, 
where Anntricars 
and 
Europeans (including 
m'ssionaries and si-ters of charity) have teen 
murdered

by mobs. 
As we

authoities up to the pres: nt time have been in ­ 
sufficient to eradicate them. 
Tne 
difficulties 
that h ve arisen in this country in dealing with 
these juesti ns by the local authorities seem to 
be inarmoumable. 
The principal one i; that 
we d( not understand their language. Noae of 
the Ciintse; are v\iiiing to a>siai the uiuuoii ie.i 
in corecting these evils. 
They are bound to 
getht by all the ties of race, religion and com ­ 
mon irejudice. 


'Jbey malnialn in ibis country thetr secret 
trih.Vnals for the trial and punishment of offend­ 
ers. ] They

hrve no conception of the sanctity of an oath 
a; administered in our courts of justice.

It costs an American laborer three dollars a 
f to support his family and 
to educate 
his 
lldren, and 
he receives 1 hat 
sum for 
his 
fges, a Chinaman, having no family to sup- 
j’t, and hearing none of the burdens of srci- 
or social 
life, can afford 
to do the 
same 
rk for one dollar per day and still save a 
a;e part of his wages. 


The American laborer to compete with 
him 
¡st consent to a reduction of wages to 
that 
ire. 
T h e tffe c t is immediately felt 
in 
the 
lsehold. 
The food for 
himself and family 
lecessarily cheapened, their 
clothing is less 
ipectahJe, the children must be 
taken 
from 
ool and church, and the family is in 
every 
ect disgraced. 
Still the Chinese 
competi 
can 
underbid the Am erican laborer and 
umulate money. The Am erican laborer who 
by the first reduction o f wages 
brought to 
very verge of destitution can no longer con- 
d w i'h bis competitor and must 
either seek 
ew field for bis labor, or himself and bis

peace, to 
protect the 
Chinfse from violence, cannot be 
too strongly 
or p'ainly stated. 


W e must therefore resort to peaceable rem e­ 
dies, 
I p. matters of this magnitude discussion 
always precedes net ion. 
The agita'ion pf this 
question, begun single handed by the people of 
Ca'if.;rnia three or four years ago, has attracted 
national at'ention and has resulted in action 011 
'he part i f the national government. The terms 
of the tieaty recently negotiated between this 
countr) and China have not been fully given 
to the public. 
If it provides, as rumored, that 
the Unite-] States government may restrict or 
entirely prohibit Chinese emigration, then it is 
f .r the interest of the whole country that the 
treaty should 
be ratified, and 
that steps be 
taken immediately und^r its provisions to carry 
it into effect. 
If all further emigration of this 
character is prohibi'ed, in a few years a large 
proportion of the Chinese now here w ill have 
returned 
to 
their 
ngtive 
country 
and 
the 
chvgers which have been anticipated will be 
averted. 


1 think the support of the legislature and of 
the people of the state should be given to the 
accomplbhment of this ot ject. 


If, however, the new ueaty 
does 
not 
em ­ 
brace 
these 1 revisions, the 
state 
legislature 
sht uld unite with the legislatures of our sister

GKO. 13. ROBINSON. 


We mourn the absence to day of George B. 
Robinson, whom the 
people of Colorado had 
honored hy electing him 10 the office of lieuten­ 
ant -governor., H e 
died 
on 
the 
29th day of 
November last from 
the effects 
of a 
wound 
accidentally received at 
the mines in Summit 
county. 
Up to the lime of his 
sudden death 
bis career had been both successful and honor­ 
able. 
Coming here a stranger early in 1878, 
his commanding business 
abilities 
found im ­ 
mediate and adequate opportunity for their em­ 
ployment. 
Engaging first in 
mercantile pur­ 
suits and afterwards in mining, he was prosper­ 
ous in both to such an extent that the accumu­ 
lations of less than 
three years 
can 
only be 
measured 
by 
millions. 
During the 
recent 
political canvass his acquaintance 
became ex­ 
tended throughout a large portion of the state 
and by his intelligence and 
manly bearing he 
secured the respect and esteem of 
the 
people 
and a wide spread personal popularity. 


To see one in the bloom of health, in the en ­ 
joyment of a princely 
fortune and with the 
brightest prospects before him for ait honorable 
public career, ?o ouddenly cut down, 
should 
suggest to each one of us “ what shadows we 
are and what shadows we pursue.” 


ARMED GUARDS AT MINES. 


As it is well 
known 
that 
Mr. Robinson’s 
death, although accidental, was the 
result 
of 
an armed guard having been 
stationed at his 
mine, it seems proper in this connection to re­ 
fer to the question of arming men 
to defend 
mines. 


The practice has been very common in dif­ 
ferent localities during the past two years and 
in several instances conflicts have occurred be 
tween the armed m en-in possession 
of mines 
and armed bodies of men endeavoring to obtain 
possession. These instances have generally o c­ 
curred when the mines were of great value,and 
Ihe parties in possession, if undisturbed, would 
be able in a short time to take out large quanti­ 
ties of valuable ore. 
In such cases either party 
who believed that he was rightfully entitled to 
possession has felt justified in resorting to vio­ 
lent measures to obtain or defend his property. 


The crowded condition of the court dockets 
some of 
the counties, which has prevented 
the trial of mining suits for 
many 
months 
or 
perhaps years, has always 
seemed to furnish 
some apology for this practice. 
H owever nec­ 
essary it may have seemed to the 
parties con­ 
cerned, it has encouraged 
lawlessness and 
a 
disrespect for those orderly methods by which 
rights should be protected, anif has been inju- 
ri< us to the public. 
I think the evil 
is 
suffi­ 
ciently apparent to call for legislative action. 


It s possible that 
a law absolutely prohibit 
ing the owner in possession 
of a mine from 
arming any of bis employes 
for its 
defense 
would be unconstitufional. 
But, if that is the 
case, the law might, I think, limit the number 
if armed men to a very few. 


The bill of tights of our state provides (Sec. 
13, A ct. II of the constitution) as follows: 


Sec. 13. 
That the right of 110 person to 
keep and bear arms 
in defence of his borne, 
person 
and property 
* 
* 
* 
* 
shall 
be 
called in question. 


During the railroad troubles 
in May and 
June, 1S79, I was informed 
that the two pow ­ 
erful corporations engaged in that 
controversy 
had each a considerable number of armed men 
to guard property to which they 
claimed ow n­ 
ership or a right of possession. 
I did not 
see 
wl y they had not, under the 
above section, a 
legal right to defend iheir property with armed 
men if either or both anticipated an attempt at 
forcible seizure. 
The question of ownership 
could only be determined by the courts. 
But 
if it is competent for the legislature to limit the 
number of persons who 
can be 
collected to ­ 
gether as an 
armed force for the 
defence of 
private property to a very few, the evil may be 
m a measure 
coirected. 
In 
case the 
law 
should be changed, limiting the number c f per­ 
sons that may be armed for the defenseof prop- 
ejty, the punishment of persons guilty of ptiae 


jumping should be correspondingly increased. 


If the pressnt law providing for removing 
parties who take forcible possession of mining 
property is not sufficiently summary and effec­ 
tive, this defect should be cured by legislation. 


I would respectfully commend this subject to 
your consideration. 


CONCLUSION. 


I need not remind you of the short petiod 
allowed by the constitution for the duration o f 
the session, and of the extreme difficulty of 
accomplishing ihe necessary legislation within 
that time. 
The evils of hasty r>nd inconsiderate 
legislation during the closing hours of your 
labors are well understood, and they can only 
be avoided by constant and unremitting labor 
throughout f ■; entire session. 


I trust that by wise and just legislation, and 
by an honest and economical administration of 
the affairs of the state, that we may be able to 
contribute to the peace, happiness and prosper­ 
ity of the people. 
I 
also trust that the kind 
Providence which watches 
over us may spare 
our lives and give us 
wisdom 
to meet the re­ 
sponsibilities resting upon us.

Now it would be very 
welHo place the three per cents, below 
par rather than the four per cents, at 12 
above par, if the bonds were to run a long 
time, but they are not. 
It is expected 
they will be paid off rapidly. Under these 
circumstances a higher rate of interest is 
better with the bond at a premium, than 
a low rate with the bond at par. 
This can 
easily be shown. 
If the four per cents, 
were offered, they would bring 1.12. 
Let 
us say there are in round numbers $700,- 
000.000 to 
be refunded. 
To obtain this 
amount to redeem the bonds, only f 635,- 
000.000 of four per cent, bonds at 12 per 
cent, premium need be issued. This would 
instantly reduce our bonded indebtedness 
^75,000,000. With this reduction of princi­ 
pal, the interest would be greatly reduced. 
At the rate we are now paying off the in­ 
debtedness, this amount could be paid off 
in ten years, 
Bat suppose nothing but 
the interest were paid for ten years, let us 
see which method would be the best. We 
will assume that the three per cents, can 
be placed at par, which is impossible, and 
also use only simple interest. The principal 
of the three per cents, at par would be 
$700,0^0,000. 
The interest for ten years 
would be 5210.000.000., making principal 
and interest at the,end of ten years $910,- 
o:)o,ooo. 
The principal of the four per 
cents, at 12 per cent, premium would be 
$625,000,000 
The interest for ten years at 
four per cent would be $250,000,000, mak­ 
ing principal and interest $SS5,coo,ooo. 
This shows a saving of thirty millions m 
favor of four per cents. 
If the loan were 
to run one hundred years this balance in 
favor cf the four per cents, would not only 
disappear, but be on the other side. 
It is 
therefore clear that if the bond is to be 
paid in a few years, that a high rate inter­ 
est bond at a premium is better than a low 
rate interest bond at a discount. 
It would 
be much better if some discretion were left 
to the secretary of the treasury, than it is 
to fix the arbitrary rate of three per cent. 


ARAPAHOE'S FRAUDULENT ASSESSMENT. 


The board of commissioners at their 
late meeting adopted the following pream­ 
bles and resolution which has been sent to 
every board of county commissioners in 
the state with the request that the commis­ 


s i o n e r s communicate with their members of 


the legislature on the subject 


W h e r e a s , The assessment of Arapahoe 
county for the year 1880 is manifestly in­ 
correct, and 


W h e r e a s , Such assessment if allowed 
to stand will inflict a serious and unjust 
burden on all counties in the state which 
have re tu rn e d a just valuation of property 
for said year. 
Therefore be it 


Resolved, That the chairman of the 
Board of commissioners of El Paso county 
ba instructed to confer with the chairmen 
of the other boards of county commission­ 
ers throughout the state for the purpose of 
united action on their part to obtain an in- 
vestigation'of said erroneous assessment, 
and to secure relief from the same by leg­ 
islative enactment or otherwise. 


This action is practical. 
It brings the 
matter directly to the attention of those 
most interested. 
If the different county 
commissioners shall communicate with 
their representatives in the legislature, 
there will probably be an investigation, as 
there should be. 
No part of the state can 
easily afford to pay more than its share of 
the state expenses, yet we are all called 
to pay for Denver’s insufficient assessment. 
Ten years ago, when Denver’s population 
was less than 5,000, and hardly one of 
her magnificent 
buildings 
had 
been 
erected, the assessment of Arapahoe was 
510,000,000, or more than halt what it is 
now, with her 40,000 inhabitants. 
The 
legislature can. by investigation, show 
where the fault lies ; how much Denver’s 
millionaires 
have perjured themselves; 
and how far the county assessor has been 
an accomplice. 
W e are of the opinion 
that the results of the investigation will 
show that it was a conspiracy on the part 
of Arapahoe county to get rid of faying 
its just proportion of the state tax. 


BALANCE OF TRADE. 


THE CAPITAL QUESTION. 


William E. Chandler says : “ If General 
Garfield were to invite Mr. Blaine to ac­ 
cept a place in his cabinet, and my ad­ 
vice were asked, * would advise Mr, 
Blaine to accept it. 
Such an appointment 
would, undoubtedly, be generally accepta­ 
ble, and would add great strength to the 
new administration. 
I think General Gar- 
held will form a strong cabinet, but I do 
not believe he has yet made up his inind 
definitely as to any particular man for 
any particular place in it."

lish people are especially shocked at the 
intrusion upon private life made by the 
American interviewer. 
W e do not feel 
called upon to defend the American press 
but we would like to know with what 
grace such criticisms ccme from those 
who tolerate such papers as London Truth 
in a recent number of which the following 
scandalous paragraph appears: 
“ I am sorry to ’hear that all well mean­ 
ing efforts have, up to now, failed to in­ 
duce Baroness Burdett Coutts to reconsid­ 
er her decision, and to adopt— if she so 
desires— instead of to marry, the American 
youth who is leading her into so deplora­ 
ble a step. 
She will forfeit the life interest 
which she has in Coutts’ Bank, Jher house 
in London, and that in the suburbs. 
Her 
relatives have wisely considered that they 
ought not to assent to any terms of com­ 
position which might tend 
facilitate this 
unnatural crime, for so it can only be term­ 
ed. 
America will thus deprive the poor 
of the vast benefactions which the baro­ 
ness has annually contributed to their 
wants out of the income derived from the 
bank. 
Were, however, such a marriage 
contemplated in America by an Ameri­ 
can citizen, it is only fair to add that pub­ 
lic opinion would pronounce itself so 
strongly as to render it impossible-” 


Judge Rockwell, as Lieutenant Gover­ 
nor Tabor’s 
attorney, has written an 
opinion on the lieutenant governorship 
s\irc2ssion. 
The Tribune, after quoting a 
portion of Judge Rockwell's opinion says: 
“ It may be inferred from this that Mr. 
Tabor will insist that he holds over as 
lieutenant governor and that he will act 
accordingly.” 
This is strikingly out of 
taste. 
Such advice ought not to come 
from a paid attorney, but from the state 
interpreters of the constitution, the su­ 
preme court. 
The holding over theory is 
an original idea with Colorado lawyers, 
and does not impress one with their 
knowledge or ability. 


The result of the senatorial contests has 
quite an influence on the election of speak­ 
er in the house. 
Mr. Frye will probably 
be a candidate, unless Blaine goes into 
Gai field's cabinet and Frye succeeds him 
in the senate. 
Conger's nomination to the 
senate from Michigan removes him from 
the list of possible candidates. 
Frye is 
likely to be the candidate for the east and 
Kasson for the west. 


The governor’s message called attention 
to the requirements of the constitution that 
the present assembly provide for the per­ 
manent location of the capital of the state. 
A few years ago there were six or eight 
candidates for the honor, but they have 
virtually been narrowed down tosone, and 
that is Denver. 
The claims of ihe other 
places for state honors were m^: by the 
location of the university at Boplder, the 
school of mines at Golden, the Igricultu- 
ral college at Fort Collins, the Jeaf mute 
school at Colorado Springs, thè insane 
asylum at Pueblo, and the penitentiary at 
Canon. 
None of these places cai in good 
faith enter the contest for the capial— they 
having already received what the! request­ 
ed. 
Denver has 
neither receved nor 
asked anything but the capitai, /nel can 
rightfully expect when the tinii comes 
that the votes of these other cities will 
cordially join in her selection .-^Denver 
Times,

some very abrupt conclusions. 
Y/e may 
state by way of introduction tha.t hdcan- 
didates for the honor have not iarnwed 
down to Denver. 
We cannot sfeal for 
the other places mentioned, but can say 
that Colorado Springs is a candiate for 
the honor and does not consider tiatgood 
faith requires that she should not >e. ' We 
were not aware that the right to b a Can­ 
didate for the capital was waivd by the 
location of the Deaf-Mute Institut' in this 
city. 
The Times says that D ever has 
neither asked nor received anythig. This 
is the stock argument that is used on 
every occasion. 
Denver’s statesien are 
neither modest nor unambitious. At the 
late state convention Denver aski for the 
lieutenant governorship, memberof con­ 
gress, state treasurer, and elector.t large. 
It had a number of other aspirir states­ 
men, but it modestly restrained ifclf from 
presenting their claims. It then ued that 
it had had no office for some jars but 
somehow Denver only secured ttelector 
at large. The fault seems to be eier that 
Denver does not present as goo candi­ 
dates for office as other citics dor that 
it has no good political leaders. 1 either 
case the trouble seems to be wanJf abili­ 
ty. 
In the contest over the sp&ership 
and president pro tem of the sens, Den­ 
ver had a candidate for each. 
Ith were 
defeated, though Arapahoe 
hi more 
strength in both houses than ;y other 
county. 
It is all nonsense toay that 
Denver asks for nothing. 


Denver has no more claim for ie capi­ 
tal than other cities. If she has n<obtain- 
ed state institutions, it has probaV been 
on account of want of harmony cwant of 
attention on the part of her dtgation. 
Denver has no moral claim for t' capital 
whatever in the discussion of thiiuestion 
and the sooner its press drops su an ar­ 
gument the better. 
A city who assess­ 
ment is fraudulently low to esca its just 
proportion of the state taxes sh's extra­ 
ordinary audacity in making mtion of 
such claims. 
If Denver is finallselected 
to be the capital it will be biuse the 
voters in the state prefer it beca; of its 
location, size, amusements andusiness. 


In the selection of committees for the 
senate a few days ago. Senator Stubbs 
was made chairman of two important com­ 
mittees, that on state institutions and the 
one on enrollment. 
The former commit­ 
tee is one of great importance, and has 
usually been presided over by an old 
member of the senate. 
The selection o f 
a new member was a distinguished honor. 
It will enable Senator Stubbs to do much 
to secure the passage of needed legisla­ 
tion for our Deaf-Mute Institute.’ 


The statistics gathered by the state de» 
partment, through our consuls, regarding 
our commerce, are deserving of caretul 
study. 
We sell to all European countries, 
except Greece, more than we buy. 
This 
balance of trade with Europe was $380,- 
150,497 in our favor in 1879. 
This is a 
fine showing, but strange to say these 
reports show that in trade with countries 
on our own continent, and the islands 
near us, the balance is against us. 
W e 
are buying largely of Cuba and Brazil, 
but these countries are buying but com­ 
paratively nothing of us. 
In 1879 Cuba 
showed a balance of trade against the 


United States of $46,308,337- 
This bal" 
ance we were obliged to pay in cash. Cu­ 
ba b o u g h t her cotton goods and other 
manufactures of England. 
The little is­ 
land oi Porto Rico showed a balance of 
$2 ,177,381 against us, which we were 
obliged to pay in cash.

The geographical 
position of 
these 
countries, the nature of their products,and 
the nature of our products ought to give 
us their trade. 
Instead of the balance be­ 
ing against us, it should be largely in our 
favor. 
W e have more goods they want, 
than tliey have goous we want. 
W e 
ought to furnish them with nearly all they 
import, and England, France, 
and Ger­ 
many should pay cash for ikeh 
co ffee, 
sugar, &c., instead of the United States. 
The Chicago Inter Ocean, a strong pro­ 
tection paper, commenting on this says: 
“ It is a singular fact, as shown by the 
figures, that while American traffic is being 
pushed so profitably in European coun­ 
tries, that only in the case ol Greece is the 
balance against us, yet here on our own 
hemisphere we are content to be buyers 
merely, and to pay for cash instead of ex­ 
changing with these co-untries our goods 
for 
theirs. 
The 
most 
important 
balance against us in South America is 
with Brazil, while that of Cuba shows a 
startling anomaly wh*;n the business en­ 
terprise of this nation and the resources of 
the island is considered. 
It appeais that 
so far we have been unable to present any 
acceptable product for exchange in those 
countries that sell us sugar, coffee, tea, 
spices and other tropical crops of which 
we are such large consumers. 
The show­ 
ing presents problems that our merchants 
and manufacturers would do well to give 
careful consideration. 
This seems to us eaSy of explanation. 
It is not because, as the Inter-Ocean says, 
we have no “ acceptable product” to ex­ 
change, for we produce everything which 
England is selling to most of these coun­ 
tries largely in excess of what she is buying, 
but because our laws do not permit a free 
interchange of commodities which would 
enable us to place our manufactured goods 
in their market. 
It may be urged against 
this that under the same laws we have a 
balance of trade in our favor in Europe, 
and hence it is net the fault of our laws. 
Our answer is simply this. 
Protection 
never interferes with the exportation of 
raw products and this is largely what 
Europe is buying of us, 
She does not buy 
any quantity of any 
product 
which 
has 
been 
fostered 
by 
protec­ 
tion. 
The 
West 
Indies 
and 
South 
America do not want raw products for 
they have no manufactoiies, but they want 
to buy manufactured articles and sell raw 
products. 
Were there a free, uninterrupt­ 
ed interchange of commodities, we should 
sell these manufactured goods which we 
are now largely producing, 
The laws 
which most interferes with this interchange 
are those which are alleged to j irotect our 
shipping. 
Our law states that s ji Ameri­ 
can cannot sail a vessel that is not of 
American build. 
W hen iron steamers 
came into use they drove off wo oden sail­ 
ing vessels and steamers. 
W hen this hap­ 
pened our laws should have r ecognized 
the fact and allowed American 1 nerchants 
to buy English ships and thus retain our 
share of the carrying trade. 
It was ev­ 
ident that English iron ships would do 
the carrying business of the wor Id as they 
are now doing it, and the only question 
unsettled was whether these sh:.ps should 
be run by English owners in the interest 
of English trade and’ with all the profits 
of the carrying trade poured i nto English 
pockets, or whethe- they should be partly 
run by American owners in the interest of 
American trade and with a part of the 
profits of the carrying Ira* le going Into 


American pockets. 
Our law makers de­ 
cided in favor of the former, that the Eng­ 
lish should not only monopolize the ship 
building, but also the carrying trade. 
As 
a result our trade with the countries in 
South America is mostly carried on in this 
wise. 
An English ship brings the pro­ 
ducts we buy of Brazil to this country,and 
receives anything we have to sell to Bra­ 
zil. 
Our product is carried to England 
and finally reaches Brazil in a round­ 
about way. 
Is it 
any 
wonder 
that 
English manufactures are bought .instead 
of ours? 
W hat chance have our manufac­ 
turers to compete with the English even 
if all other things were equal ? Other laws 
which interfere are those which in protect­ 
ing American industries also raise a wall 
against their export. 
The genius ot the 
American inventor, the advantage in hav­ 
ing the raw product near manufactures, 
and the best kind of labor saving machin­ 
ery all should enable us to control the 
cotton manufacturing for the world, 
But 
as it is, we do not export a yard of cotton 
cloth, where England exports a thousand. 
In certain kinds of manufactures we pos­ 
sess advantages over the entire world, but 
our protective policy in order to support 
industries that don’t pay, cripples us and 
prevents from supply such manufactures 
to the world. 
W e submit to those who 
care to honestly study thejjstate of our 
commerce on this continent whether there 
must not be somethtng wrong with our 
laws. 
There may be a difference of opin­ 
ion about what is wrong, but none regard­ 
ing the main fact. 


Tbe Unjust Assessment.

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The principal complaint seems to lie 
against the assessment handed in by the 
County 
Commissioners 
of 
Arapahoe 
county. 
This is the principal county of 
the State, in wealth, population, enter 
prise and prospects. 
Above all others it 
ought to have set a good example to its 
sister counties of the State, and assumed 
its full shares of burden as far as the ex­ 
penses of the State Government are con­ 
cerned. 
But it is claimed by many coun­ 
ties, and apparently with very good rea­ 
son, that Arapahoe has not done so. 
Let us compare for a few minutes some 
of the official figures of Arapahoe with 
those of a county taken at random from 
the State at large. 
Arapahoe stands at the 
beginning of the alphabetical list of coun­ 
ties, and W eld at the end, and we will, 
therefore, take Weld. 
W eld is a county 
which, however large in point of territor­ 
ial extent, is really one of the least impor­ 
tant in the State. The eastern portion of it 
is a vast desert. 
The agricultural and 
much of the stock interest is confined to 
the valley of the South Platte. 
Only the 
extreme eastern portion of the country is 
in any way important— the portion trav­ 
ersed by the Denver Pacific railroad, a 
road of only secondary importance. 
The 
onlv settlement of any conseqnenoe within 
the limits of the county is the town of 
Greelly, which itselfjpossesses.'none of those 
features of restless energy and push that 
characterize almost all other town in the 
state, and has only 1,300 inhabitants. 
It 
would be folly to mention W eld in the 
same breath with Arapahoe county. 
What, on the other side, do we find in 
Arapahoe? 
It has within its limits the 
capital of the state, the city of Denver, 
which alone is credited with 35,718 inhab­ 
itants, 
while 
the 
whole 
of 
W eld 
has 
barely 
5,600 
souls 
within 
its 
limits. 
All 
the 
railroads of the 
State center within Denver.The commercial 
and financial business of the state is trans­ 
acted there. 
The city is full of wholesale 
mercantile establishments and factories of 
various kinds. 
Agriculture and stockrais- 
ing is carried along the South Platte and 
its numerous tributaries. 
Any unpreju­ 
diced observer will readily confess that 
Arapahoe county possesses one-half of all 
the wealth of the state. 
Such an estimate 
would by no means appear extravagant, 
and such, in fact, is the claim set up by 
Denver itselfand its well-informed jour­ 
nals. 
But when it comes to giving in the 
official assessment of property, quite a 
different tale is told. 
Let us specify a few 
instances. 


In money and credits W eld returns 
$131,017 ; Arapahoe only $369,750. 
In stocks of merchandise W eld returns 
$64,830; Arapahoe $1,481,145. 
If W eld 
county’s return is correct in this particular, 
then Arapahoe’s ought to be at least $20 - 
000,000. 
’ 
The improvements of agricultural land 
in W eld county are— with the exception of 
the big fence and ditch at Greeley— of the 
most primitive and rudimentary character. 
In fact a stock raising county, like Weld,' 
indulges in very few costly agricultural 
improvements. 
And yet W eld returns 
$1,669,130 as the value of its agricultural 
improvements, while Arapahoe hands in 
only $1,121,690. 
The little strip of Denver Pacific rail­ 
road that passes through W eld county, is 
assessed at $725.347.while the complicated 
and costly railroad system of Denver and 
Arapahoe county figures at the beggarly 
sum of $950,320. 
The value of town lots in W eld county 
— which has only the town of' Greeley 
withm it? limits— is returned $202,770 • 
while Arapahoe county, with the metropol 
lis of Denver and the towns of Byers 
Bennet, Box Elder, Schuyler, Vasquez’ 
Hughes, Cherry Creek, Petersburg, Little­ 
ton, etc., is returned at the modest total of 
$12 931,223. 
W e should like to buy the 
real estate with improvements of Denver 
at that figure, 


The whole assessment of all kinds of 
property of W eld county is given at $ 4- 
419.462, while Arapahoe, wilh an effronte­ 
ry rarely equalled even in this age of 
brass returns a total of $18,846,486. 
At the very lowest calculation the value 
of the various interests of Arapahoe is 
twelve or fifteen times as much as that of 
poor Weld, and yet on the assessment 
books of the state the figures only show a 
trifle over four times as much. 
It needs 
no course of lectures in political economy 
to convince even the casual reader that 
this is all wrong. 


The best homily and comparison w<* can 
make on the text of Lake county's assess­ 
ment compared with that of Arapahoe 
county, will be to place the two in juxta 
position m tabular form. 
This will obvi­ 
ate any lengthy remarks we might be 
called upon to make, for every reader of 


average intelligence can then 
own conclusions :

In commenting on the above list, the 
Colorado Springs G a z e t t e says that there 
are probably ten mercantile firms in D en­ 
ver that would show, on taking account of 
stock on New Year’s day, more than is 
given in the above assessment credited to 
the whole of Arapahoe. 
As we said be­ 
fore, on making a comparison of W eld 
county with Arapahoe, this item of assess­ 
ment for Denver alone, the commercial 
centre of the State, should be $20,000,000. 
In the return of capital invested in man­ 
ufactures, there is a glaring inaccuracy. 
Everybody knows that Denver aspires to 
be the manufacturing, as well as the com ­ 
mercial centre of the State, and that it 
fairly teems with factories of all kinds. 
And still it returns only $128,660 as en­ 
gaged in this branch of industry, while 
Lake county comes forward with $270,- 


445- 
W e should like to know if the state 
board of equalization has the power to 
rectify these glaring cases o f omission and 
delinquency not only in the case of Arap­ 
ahoe county, but every other county in 
which they may be detected. 
If such au­ 
thority is conferred anywhere, it ought to 
be made use of at once, and to the fullest 
extent. 
If necessary, the state legislature 
ought to take some action in the prem ises..

SONUAY’S FIFE. 


A Lively Time But Not Much Damage. 


On Sunday evening at six o’clock while 
the most of our citizens were partaking of 
their evening meal a loud alarm of fire 
was sounded and a general rush was 
made for the scene of the conflagration.

France company No. i attached their hose 
to the hydrant on the corner of Tejon and 
Huerfano streets and unreeled their hose 
through the alley at the rear of the build­ 
ing 
The Jackson’s No. 2 unreeled on 
Tejon with the intention of attaching to 
the same hydrant and were already with 
their pipeman on the roof to quench the 
fire wben the announcement was made 
thnt 
the 
hydrant 
was 
frozen. 
They then ran to the hydrant near Bacon’s 
stable, made attachment and ran their cart 
down the alley at the rear of the barber 
shop. 
The G. S. Barnes iuvenile com­ 
pany had in the meantime attached their 
small hose to Craigue’s hydrant and had 
a small stream on the fire. 
By persistent 
work the No. i boys gradually succeeded 
in getting the Huerfano street hydrant 
turned on and had a stieam playing on 
the flames which were in a few seconds 
time entirely quenched. 
The Jacksons 
also had water but one stream was deemed 
sufficient by Chief Pixley and they were 
ntrif»r«*d to reel up. 
When the announce­ 
ment first came that the hydrant was fro­ 
zen up ail was consternation and excitement 
and loud cries were made for a bucket 
brigade. 
The crowd surged forward for 
the purpose of lending a helping a hand 
where a,stream of ice water from No. i 's 
nozzle in the rear had tbs effect of dispers­ 
ing them and showing that 
a bucket 
brigade was not needed. 
The iUmes 
gained but little headway and the damage 
to the building was slight. 
A defective 
flue is supposed to have been the cause of 
the fire.

Damages. 


WINTER WORK IN RUBY CAMP. 


Rich StrlKes Made—Old Claims Re-located at 
Midmgùt, and a Town Jumped. 


Counselor Campbell had a client yes­ 
terday. who wanted to sue the city of Col­ 
orado Springs for $200,000. 
Mr. Camp­ 
bell was a little astonished at the demands 
of his client, but after investigating the 
matter and carefully cross questioning the 
applicant for legal assistance, came to the 
conclusion that the man was deranged. 
The person who so startled the counselor 
said he wa? a native of Manitoba where he 
had worked tor John Kelly, at $2,500 a 
day, and that his name was Francoise 
Flecamp. 
He explained that he had 
come to this city about a month ago, and 
had been employed to take charge of the 
executive department of the government, 
which he had successfully conducted for 
the last twenty days. 
For this woik he 
had received no pav, and he desired Mr. 
Campbell to institute a suit against the 
city for §200,000. 
' But," said Mr. Campbell, "that would 
be at ih<* ; ate of $10,000 'i day, whereas 
you say that John Kelly only paid you 
$2,500 a dfiy in Manitoba.” 
/ 
"That’s true,” replied Mr, Flicamp, 
"but then in Manitoba I did not have to 
look after the drug stores, and that re­ 
minds me that I want you to bring suit 
against one of the drug stores here for 
moral damages.” 
"Moral damages ?’’ 
"Yes sir, moral damages. 
You see it 
happened this way. 
I never drink any­ 
thing but mixed drinks and don’t belive at 
all in the American system of taking 
things straight. 
Well, I stepped into a 
drug store and ordered port wine and 
brandy mixed. 
What do you suppose I 
got? 
Port wine, brandy and kerosene 
Now I don’t like coal oil and even if I did 
like coal oil, I didn’t order it. and the 
clerk had no right to put it in, therefore I 
claim $50,000 for moral damages.” 
Mr. Campbell got rid of his litigious 
friend by promising to look after his case 
later,

R u b y C a m p , January 5. 
Knowing that 
many of your readers look to the G a z e t t e 
to know what is doing in this camp. 
I 
should write oftener, but since all inter­ 
communication between the divergent parts 
of camp has been on snow shoes, reliable 
information is not readily gathered. 
I am 
far from knowing all that is doing at this 
time, but so much as I do know I give. 
A big strike, at least so far as relates to 
quantity of ore, was lately made in the 
Micawber, at the head of Elk Basin. 
At 
a depth of 20 feet a solid vein of galena 
ore nine feet nine inches in thickness was 
reached. 
Further developments show the 
vein to be true and solid. 
As regards 
quantity of ore, this is the highest strike 
yet made in this camp. The ore is thought 
to contain 60 per cent, of lead. 
Its value 
in silver has not yet been determined, but 
other lodes in its vicinity contain 50 to 190 
ounces silver to the ton. 
Owned by the 
Douglas county Mining Company of Kan­ 
sas, 
I reported a good strike in the Beeswax 
some time ago, of rative and ruby silver. 
This mine is on the same creek, one mile 
south of Micawber. The Beeswax has now 
an ore vein of 18 inches, and has taken 
rank with the big mines of the district. 
South and west of the Beeswax the Sil­ 
ver Mountain Mining company, of Colo­ 
rado Springs, have a group of several 
veins. 
But one of these, the Allevon, is 
being worked at present. 
For some time 
past this vein has been pinched, but is now 
opening out, ar.d the ore improving in 
quantity as greater depth is reached. The 
ore is galena, ruby, brittle and native sil­ 
ver, 
This is one of the widest veins in 
camp. 
The crescent tunnel 
for opening the 
Ruby King vein, south of Discovery is 
thought to be nearly to the vein. 
This 
being on the same vein as the Forest 
Queen, and but a few hundred feet south 
of,the Queen shaft, there can be little 
doubt in regard to this tunnel’s opening a 
vein equal to that of the Forest Queen. 
The R. K. is the proper'.y of Col. W. T. 
Holt. 
I stated in my last that work was about 
to be resumed in the Forest Queen shaft. 
In this I was misinformed. 
No work is 
being done in the shaft at present. 
W hy 
this great mine, with its great vein of ore 
showing in every part of the workings, is 
not being worked, we, who have an inter­ 
est in it, cannot see. 
The present high 
rate of freight on ore is said to be the rea­ 
son. 
The worK of running the main tun­ 
nel goes on, and is in 200 feet. 
As large a force as there is room for is 
worked in the Durango. 
This mine is 
near the Ruby Chief; showed well near 
the surface and has steadily improved as 
greater depth has been reached. 
It has 
now one of the best ore veins in the dis­ 
trict. 
The road being snowed under, no 
ore is being shipped at present. 
This and 
the Old Mexican, across vein, belong to a 
New York company. 
The shait on the Chiqueta is down 90 
feet. 
At that depth the ore vein was bet­ 
ter than at any point above, but further 
sinking has had to be suspended until bet­ 
ter means of hoisting water by windlass is 
had. 
Ore is being taken from the first 
level. 
One of the most promising new mines 
at present is the Perhaps, owned by Mr. 
Field. 
The shaft is down 25 feet, and a 
cross cut across the vein opened a rich 
vein of ore. 
A contract for sinking a shaft on the 
Dignita has just been let. 
This claim 
joins the Crystal, on the same vein. 
A cross cut from the tunnel run last 
winter to the main ore vein is being run 
on the Crystal, and the vein probably 
reached by this time. 
A lull force is worked on the Lead 
Chief, sinking, drifting and sloping, Have 
not heard how the mine looks at present or 
of the amount of ore being raised. 
This 
is the only mine in the district that has 
steam hoisting and pumping machinery. 
After the first work and record of a 
mining claim, the law requires that £100 
worth of labor be expended upon it an 
nually thereafter, until patent is applied 
for. 
This work may be done at any time 
during the calendar year. 
There are a 
number of claims scattered throughout the 
district on which it is thought the require» 
ment of the law was not fulfilled in this 
respect. 
If not, according to the strict 
letter of the law, all such became liable to 
relocation after 12 o’clock of the last 
night of the year.

I am not posted in regard to town- 
sites, but in this case I cannot but think 
the fifty buildings erected there during the 
past summer a better possessory title than 
a claim written on a stake and planted at 
midnight. 
In point of numbers the new 
town company is a strong one. 
There are now some forty men at work 
in the gold district on the Cochatopa fif­ 
teen to twenty utiles east of Gunnison. 


There is greater confidence in regard to 
the worth of the gold quartz there found 
than at any previous time. 
The .to^n of 
the district, Willard, is making somej pre­ 


tentions. 
There is great activity in building in 
Gunnison at the present time, and ceitral 
lots have gone above the reach of spall 
men.

the year, the product of 1880 was in round 
numbers $16.000,000, against $10,000,000 
in 1S79. 
W ill this product be exceeded 
in 1SS1?

In some respects 
the year opens inauspiciously for the min­ 
ing industry. 
The depressed condition of 
the silver and lead markets materially 
lessens the actual value of ores produced.

An exchange sa ys: "Fraudulent mining 
schemes are multiplying in New York so 
rapidly that stringent measures will have 
to be taken for their suppression. 
It is 
not enough that the newspapers should 
undertake their 
expose; 
the 
evil has 
reached a point where the intervention of 
the officers of the law has become neces­ 
sary. 
The same fear of ridicule that 
deters the victim of a "skin” gambler 
from publicly prosecuting the man who 
robs him operates to prevent the victim of 
the "skin” mining company from bring­ 
ing his case to the notice of the courts. 
Under these circumstances, nothing is left 
but for our law-makers to take the initia­ 
tive for the protection of the community 
from the horde of sharks who arejfattening 
on their ill-gotten spoils and bringing 
disgrace 
and odium on 
the 
mining 
industry. 
This can be best accomplished 
by the passage of a law requiring the 
president and secretary of every mining 
company, doing business in New York, to 
publish every three months a sworn state­ 
ment of its affairs, including a report of 
the work done on its property, an account 
of the money it has received, the amount 
it has expended, the purposes of such e x ­ 
penditures, and the balance in its treasury 
at the time of making such statement. 
The penalty for failure to comply with 
the law should be exemplary; the penalty 
for the publication of false statements 
would, of course, be the penalty for 
perjury. 
There is not an honest min­ 
ing company that would object to com­ 
plying with such a law. 
The rotten 
concerns would, of course, object, for it 
would be their death-warrant. 
It is the 
intention of the publishers of the W eekly 
Mining News to prepare a bill embodying 
the points above set forth, to secure its in- 
! troduction in the legislature early next 
month, and to labor earnestly for its pas­ 
sage. 
W e invite the assistance and sup­ 
port of all honest mining men tc this end, 
In our crusade against fraudulent mining 
companies we mean "war; war to the 
knife, and the knife to the hilt.” 
If there 
is a rotten mining company left in New 
York this time next year it will not be our 
iault.

Obituary—A W. Palmer. 


The friends of Senator A. W . Palmer 
were saddened yesterday morning by the 
news which a messenger brought of his 
death the night before at his residence in 
Manitou Park. 
The brief note, announc­ 
ing so great a loss not only to intimate 
friends but to the community at large, in­ 
forms us that Senator Palmer died peace­ 
fully at midnight of Monday, January the 
loth, 
1SS1, having failed gradually in 
strength during the last two weeks, at the 
beginning of which time his decline be­ 
gan to be observed with apprehension. 
However,, seriously alarming symptoms 
did not appear until the afternoon of the 
day upon which he died— and then, at 
midnight, in spite of all that science and 
affection could do he sank peacefully into 
that rest which knows 110 further toil. 
Senator Abiah W. Palmer was born in 
Amenia, Dutchess county, New York, in 
1835, and was. therefore, in the 46th year 
of his age when he died. 
He was chosen 
to represent his district in the state legisla­ 
ture at the remarkably early age of 23 and 
served in the senate of the state during 
the sessions of i869-’7o and 1873 a^d 
1874. 
His career in political life was that 
of a man of intellect, honor and patriot­ 
ism. 
For three years he sat by the side 
of the late Senator Thayer, and together 
these two men worked for the honor of 
their state, and the interest of their con­ 
stituency. 
It is a sad coincidence that 
W'thin so short a time it has become a 
duty to record the political and private 
worth of these two senators, as a last trib­ 
ute of respect to their memories. 
Senator Palmer was a successful busi­ 
ness man, of large and generous ideas, 
and was connected with various industries. 
He was for a number of years president of 
a bantc at Amenia. 
He was a man always 
alive to public interests and ready with 
purse and voice and hand to aid any 
worthy object. 
He occupied a prominent 
position in a number of public institutions 
in his state and county and was universally 
loved and respected for his genial nature 
and his generous heart. 
Senator Palmer 
came 
to Colorado 
Springs Ihtee years ago, his health having 
failed in the east, and found a part at least 
of the relief he sought. 
He remained for 
the winter and much improved in health 
he returned to the east upon the opening 
of the succeeding spring. The two winters 
which followed he spent in the south and 
not growing stronger there he returned to 
Colorado Springs in May, 1878, where he 
has remained ever since with the excep­ 
tion of occasional visits to his cottage in 
Manitou Park where his last hours were 
spent. 
Senator Palmer was one whom to know 
was to respect and love. 
He endured his 
illness with cheerfulness and entertained

•‘Aii's W ell That Ends W ell” lies Boccac­ 
cio’s story of "Giletta of Narbona.” 
The 
English poet may or may not have under­ 
stood Italian and studied his theme in its 
original language ; it is probable that he 
availed himself of the translation 
by 
W illiam Painter contained in his "Palace 
of Pleasure,” a collection of romances 
published in 1575-. 
The main incidents of 
the novelette reappear in the play, new 
characters being added by the dramatist. 
Giletta becomes Helena, and Beltramo is 
anglicized into Bertram ; the countess, 
Parolles, and the clown have no existence 
in the Italian story, and of course the more 
comic scenes of the play, in which Parolles 
specially figures, are entirely attributable 
to Shakespeare. 
Upon the story of ‘‘Gi­ 
letta of Narbona,” it may be noted, was 
also founded "Virginia,” one of the oldest 
of Italian comedies, written by Bernado 
Accotti, and printed in 1513.

That Ends W ell” was first printed in the 
fi/st folio collection of Shakespeare’s plays,

FIRE A'fiAEM SYSTEM. 


îii£XICO'S ADVANTAGES. 


Dividing the City Into Elgjit Distinct Districts. 


Since the arrival of the new fire bell var­ 
ious plans have been talked of and sug­ 
gested for the sounding of fire alarms. 


H e r e t o f o r e w h e n a n alarm was g iv e n the 


fir e m e n were left to g u e s s as to what part 


o f the city the fire was in and frequently 


n o little delay was caused or. account of it. 
In order to remedy this difficulty Chief 
Engineer Pixley has divided the city into 
eight districts as follows : . 


District No. I, ail of that portion of the 
city lying north of Boulder street and west 
of Nevada avenue. 


District No. 
will include all that por­ 
tion of the city between Bcuiderand Pike’s 
Peak and west of Nevada avenue. 


District No. 3, includes all south of 
Pike’s Peak, north of Costilla and west of 
Nevada. 


District No. 4, all south of Costilla and 
west of Nevada. 


District No. 5, all east of Nevada and 
north of Boulder. 


District No. 6, ^11 east of Nevadn, south 
of Boulder and nortli of Puce's Peak. 


District .No, 7, all east of Nevada, south 
of Pike’s Peak and north of Costilla. 


District No. 8, all east of Nuvaua and 
south of Costilla. 


When the new bell has been hung in 
the tov/er those nnging it will be governed 
by the following rule : 
Sound a general 
alarm and then toll the number of the dis­ 
trict in which the fire is supposed to be. 
It is the intention of the chiei engineer to 
supply each of the members of the fire 
department with a key to the bell tower. 


Arapahoe's Assessment. 


The protest against the low assessment 
of Arapahoe, which was prepared by the 
commissioners of El Paso county, was pre­ 
sented to the Arapahoe county board last 
Tuesdayby the Hon. Matt France. 
The 
result was a series of resolutions reported 
as follows in the Denver Tribune : 


W hereas, The board of county com­ 
missioners of the county of El Paso, on the 
3d day of January, 1881, passed certain 
preambles and aresolution, wherein is as­ 
serted amongst other things, "that the 
assessment of Arapahoe county for the 
year 1880 is manifestly incorrect;” and

h e r e a s , The statement above cited is 
manifestly untrue, and the board of county 
commissioners of El Paso county are er­ 
roneously advised in respect to the assess­ 
ment of this county foi the year 1S80 ; and 


W herfas, We believe that the assess­ 
ment of Arapahoe county for thci year 
1880, and alsp iui many yej.!a picviuus, 
has at least been equal in proportion to i'.s 
actual value with other counties of the 
state, and more than that of El Paso 
county, and was, in fact, for the year 1880, 
in the one item of merchandise, more than 
one million dollars more than the amount 
thereof as published in the El Paso county 
papers; and 


W hereas, El Paso county now seeks, 
amongst other things, to investigate the 
assessment of this county for '„.lid year 
1S80, and while this board denies the 
right of El Paso county to intermeddle in 
the affairs of this county, or to investigate 
01 review the assessment thereof, and 
while we believe it would be more appro­ 
priate to refer all matters of the equaliza­ 
tion of assessments among the several 
counties ot this state to the state board of 
equalization, a 
tribunal created by the 
constitution and laws of this state for that 
purpose, and yet being willing that no in­ 
justice should be done to any county by 
our county, therefore be it 


Resolved, That 
in 
any investigation 
which the county of El Paso desires to 
make in regard to the assessment of this 
county for the year 1880, this board will 
afford all the facilities in its power to make 
such investigation full, honest and impar­ 
tial.

Mexico has become a land of much in­ 
terest since it has been proposed to open 
up that country to commerce and emigra­ 
tion by the construction of extensive lines 
of railway. 
We therefore publish the fol­ 
lowing extract from a priv-ite letter t o a 
gentleman in this city. The letter is dated 
City of Mexico, Dec. 
t7th, 1880. 
The 
writer says: 
“ I have just been over the 
line of the Mexican National Railway Co., 
riding along the stakes. 
For a mountain 
country without coal or ore, 
I know of 
none in the United States more favorable 
for trade. 
The soil is in many places so 
productive that wheat, barley and corn 
are cultivated to the tops of the high ridges 
and to prevent the fertile loam from wash­ 
ing, long hedges of 
Maguey, [Agave 
Americajia) the valuable pulque produc­ 
ing plant, separate the small fields. Even 
in tne higher regions we find towns of 
i.ooo 10 7,oco people, fifteen toi eigh­ 
teen 111 iie: 3 out one w;th three churches 
and a Muni.rpal "Palace.” 
The moun­ 
tains to their submits produce charcoal 
which is brought 0.1 the. backs of men «and 
animals to the city of Mexico. 


The summit tunnel is about 10 000 feet 
above the sea, but the pine forests near it 
produce many trees that are two feet and 
over, and will average three and four logs, 
Minnesota 
measurement. 
The oppor­ 
tunity for an active man with two or three 
portable mills to make a fortune is better 
than in Colorado or anywhere that I know 
of in the states, and a good sash and door 
mill would do an admirable business in 
the City of Mexico. 
There is a great deal 
of building going o r ‘he city, requiring 
this class of wood work. 


Labor is abundant a d can soon be 
trained to equal the ordinary labor of the 
states—wages about one-half or less, 
All 
that is needed is a few foremen.”

SUyer Cliff lin in g Notes, 


From t ! is Miner. 


Work is rapidly progressing on the Sil­ 
ver Cliff mill, and if reports are true, it 
will be in operation in about four weeks. 


The lror.ton i-~ being worked again at 
Dora. 
The shaft is now 40 feet deep, and 
some fine specimens of copper and galena 
have been taken from the vein within the 
past few days. 


A larger body cf black manganese has 
recently been discovered on the Daniel 
Webster, adjoining the Kate. 
The ore 
body was found within two feet of the sur­ 
face, and seems to be extensive. 


Work has been resumed on the Wild 
Cat, located west, of the city, near the 
LHa road. 
The ciaim has been developed 
by open cuts and a shaft 82 feet deep, 
from the bottom of which a drift has been 
cut a distance of 60 feet on thé vein. 
Tests made of the ore show mill runs of 
83 and 14Ç ounces. 
The shaft shows a 
vein which carries some cholrides arid 
when it becomes firmer, doubtless the 
claim will become a producer of pay ore. 


The First Town is n^nrly 140 feet deep. 
It is located in the ^uinenstern partri)f the 
carbonate beds, and of late the develop­ 
ments are disclosing richer ore. The vein 
dips at a considerable angle and carbon­ 
ate ore is now becoming impregnated with 
copper, galena and iron pyrites. 


The Kate mine has made richer devel­ 
opments in the past month than any in 
the camp. 
Last summer some rich ore 
was taken from some parts of the claim 
near the surface, but the mine was not ex 
lensively worked. 
Within the past few 
weeks developments "have been made 
about ico feet from the old shaft, and 
large quantities of chlorides and horn 
silver have been discovered. 
The owners 
are shipping ore, some of which mills 160 
ounces to the ton. 


W e are informed that some rich devel- 
opements have recently been made in the 
"Red Headed Mary” mine, located at 
Leadville. 
The mine is principally owned 
by Colorado Springs people among whom 
are G. S. Holmes, A. Sagendqrf, Dr. B. P. 
Anderson and J. M. Ellison, 


The Pueblo boom seems to attract the 
attention of many of our business men, 
who consider it a good point for the in­ 
vestment of capital. 
Messrs. A, Sutton & 
Co. have recently completed arragements 
for the establishment of a branch clothing 
house there, which they will place in 
charge of Mr. Dell Whaite, their efficient 
and courteous clerk. 


We have been shown some good look­ 
ing ore which was taken from a lode in 
Manitou Park.

smell of smoke was perceived about nine 
o’clock last evening in the hallvv.iy in the 
second story of the Wanless block, the 
entrance to which is on Pike’s Peak ave. 
At the head of the stairway upan the ri^ht 
are the office of the Silver Wing Mining 
Co,,and on the left the county library and 
the office of Col. E. T. Ensign, beyond are 
other offices and apartments. 


The officer and those who had come to 
assist him searched long and diligently 
but could r.ot for sometime find the source 
of the smoke. 
At last the lire gained such 
headway that the smoke could be seen 
curling up at the south end of the hall over 
the stairway. 
It poured 
out from an 
old wooden box, apparently a tool chest, 
which was at once thrown into the street. 
The officer found tha^ this box had been 
used as a place to deposit ashes, and that 
the fire contained in the ashes had ignited 
the bottom and sides of the box. 
When 
the fire was discovered it had burned 
through the bottom of the ch=st and 
caught in the floor. 
A few moments’ 
further delay might have caused an ex­ 
tensive conflagration. 
The amount of 
of valuable property contained in the 
Wanless block is equal to if not greater 
than that contained in any other block in 
the city. 


There has been great carelessness upon 
the part of some one, perhaps a servant, 
in emptying ashes into an inflamable 
wooden box, placed in the hallway ot the 
building. 
This narrow escape should be 
received as a warning by all and strict at­ 
tention should be given to the proper dis­ 
posal of ashes. 


WALKING A WIRE. 


Various Theories as to How the Thing 
.Done.

We learned the particulars, yesterdav, 
of the peculiar manner in which a pet 
canary belonging to a family in this city, 
came to his death. 
The cage in which 
the bird was kept hung in an alcove, and 
in order that the cage might occupy a cen­ 
tral position, it was suspended from a wire 
which was stretched across from one side 
of the alcove to the other. The cage hung 
about two feet below the wire, and was 
suspended by a bit of ornamental cord. 
The bird was a great pet and a very fine 
singer, and therefore his loss is earnestly 
deplored by his former owners. 
Last 
Tuesday evening, when the family retired 
to rest, the bird was noticed sitting on his 
perch sound asleep, with his head under 
his wing. 
In the morning the family were 
surprised at not hearing the musical voice 
of their pet, who generally awoke them 
with a song. 
They accordingly hastened 
to inspect the cage. 
The bird was not 
there, but spots of blood on the bottom of 
the cage, and a few feathers on the floor 
showed that the bird had been murdered 
during the night. 
Thé question then 
arose what could have killed the canary, 
and it was finally decided that it must 
have been a rat. 
The most wonderful 
thing ih the matter, however, was the man­ 
ner in which the rat had managed to reach 
the cage, as it hung suspended from 
a wire in the centre of an alcove, as we 
have alrepdy explained; There was no 
other explanation under the circumstances 
than that the rat had clambered up the 
wall and had then walked the wirs, like a 
professional tight rope performer, until he 


self under the wire and clinging to it with 
all of his feet, had also assisted himself 
and made his hold more secure by curling 
his preheniic tail around the wire. 
How­ 
ever this may be, that rat got the canary 
and he mu«t have walked the wire tn 
reach his prey.
